Nkw York, Jane 11.— A dUpatoh to 
Tb« Joonul from HaTftiia bmti: Four 
tbonaand insorgents ftom th* eantern 
department, led by Oenenli Rodrigaez 
and <)Tiintin Banderiui, have croseed 
MatanEas, entered Havana province 
Boath of Madniga, and an now menao- 
ing the town of QuUea. 

Another Cnbau expedition bringing 
arms and mniiitions from Florida has 
■afely na the Spauish blookado A&d 
diiembarked near Bacnranao, about 10 
milei eaat of Gnoiiabacoa. An insur- 
gent force under Rafael de Oardenas 
met the filibusters and etoorted them 
with their cargo into the mountains of 
Oasiguaa, where General Al^jaadn 
RodnguM, chief of HaTana prorinc* 
awaited tlio oonvqgr. Dr. Oohmo is said 
to hare ooma on this expedition. 

Fonsderiala's Spanish oolumn. march< 
ins to attack Oardenas, was met by a 
rebel dataohment, led by Ck>k)9el Ann 
BorMk, and defeated after four hours' 
flghtlnff, near Ban Frandsoo de Fania, 
^th a loss of 19 killed and 46 wcnnded, 
including Lieutenant Ckdoiiel Banedioto, 
second in command. 

Pinar del Rio advices report a hot 
fight three days ago within sight of the 
town of Ckmsolaoion del Snr. Two 
Spanish captains, a Uentenaut and 16 
privates were killed, and the rebels 
compelled lha colnmn to retire in great 
disorder. 

In another engagement upon the La 
Luisa sugar estate, near Port Cubauas, 
between iUaUL asd Bataia Honda, the 
Spanish oolomn had 80 killed and up- 
ward of 100 wounded. This was in 
Weyler's so-called pacified districts 
The insurgents, after the fight, retired 
into their fortified poeitions in Maceo's 
old stronghold, the Rubi )iill8 Weyler 
telegraphed ordering bix colnnuis to 
march against them, bat not a \vord of 
the defeat at La Luisa has been tele 
graphed to tfa* war dcpertmant at 

Madrid. 

From Rontiago do Caba a special dis 
imtch gives dftails of a fight near Man 
zanillu, in which 4U Hpanish regulars 
were killed and many wounded. The 
majority of the dead bore the marks of 
the Cuban machete. Government re 
i)orte claim more than W xfAwla 
killed. 

At La Kefornia, a stock ranch near 
Sancti Spiritaii, iu a late engagement 
betwct'ti ( ioiuez's rebel forces and Span 
ish troopn, oommaudeil by General 
C'alaxti Ruiz, official reports admit that 
tlic K<'v<'rnni«'ut colniiin was defeated 
and driven back after 35 men were 
killed and upward of 60 wounded. La 
Ht'fornia is iu Weyler's SO-oalled paci 
fied province of Santa Olan. 

AUTONOMY FOR CUBA. 

Mektatey's Idea For th« MHtiUmWk of 
' the TrmiMe, 
New Tome. Jtoe 11.— A Washington 

special to The Herald says: "Autono- 
my for Cuba, positive home rule for the 
island, is President McKinley's plan for 
the settlement of the vexing question. 
The president's questions put to Mr. 
dalhoun all tend to indicate this as his 
panose. 

"The presMent asked if General Go- 
mes and t^e patriots, who have de- 
eiacad that they would aooept nothing 
fwt independence, would take autono 
my, with local ttU^msffmnamut nnd 
freedom from SMUUin taxatioa, and 
Mr. Calhoun replied that he believed 
the preponderanoe of the sentiment of 
the Cuban .>eople would compel Gen- 
eral Gomez and the other leaders of the 
patriots to a< ('ept such a proposition. 

"The bei.ef is growing here that 
Spain woula be willing to accept such a 
solution of le difficulty. The rebelhon 
in Cuba is costing Spain frojn J8, 000, 000 
to 110,000,000 a month, and the Cuban 
debt is now $JOO,UOO,IXX). This consti- 
tutes a groat (^tumbling block to any 
plan of autonomy. Uf course Spain 
would not grant autonomy without un- 
loading the debt. However this may 
be, the clear impression made by the 
president's questions was that he would 
try to bring about home rule for Cuba. ' '

Boston, June 11.— The Unito<l States 
cruiser New York, the flagship of the 
North Atlantic squadron, with [Rear 
Admiral Montgomery Sicurd on board, 
steamed oat of tha hartior at 8 o'clock 
yestwdny afternoon, not a soul on 
board knowing to what port she in 
bound, fo7 it will only be when the big 
white cruiser is well outside of Boston 
light, with her pilot over the side, that 
the sealed ordan from Waahington will 
be oMnad and h«r destination asoer* 
tained. 

It is generally believed, however, that 
when she reaches Cape Cod she will 
turn her noee to tlie Ronthward. and 
that her twin screws will nut stoi) until 
she in somewhere in the immediate 
neighborhood of C^uba; for when she 
started she was fully provisioned and 
coaled, and could, if necessary, go as 
far as Gibraltar or Rio Janeiro wiUiont 
laying in more supplies. 

Not Going Direct to Cuba. 

Wa.«hin(»tov, June 11.— The navy de- 
partment officials were singularly re- 
served about the movements of the 
New York and showed a reluctance to 
answer any questions. Secretary Long, 
in answer to a direct interrogation, re- 
plied : "The New York is not going to 
Cuba ; she will next be heard from at 
somo point on the Atlantic coast, well 
uortjiof Cuba."

SUGAR aC MtPULB COMES UP.

WiiiHnroTON, Jnne 11.— The long de- 
ferred debate on the sugar schedule of 
the tariff bill came on abruptly at 1 
o'clock yesterday, after the senate had 
disposed of the cereals in the agricul- 
tural schedule. The interest iu the 
sugar schedule had been whetted for 
weeks, and aside from the fact that 
more revenue is derived from sugar 
than fhnn any other article, there was 
the added interest due to the sensa- 
tional charges made of lato within and 
without the senate concerning irregu- 
larities in connection with the progress 
of the schedule. But tha dabato Ailed 
to develop any dramatic inoidents. 

Senators and spectaton soon lapsed 
into a state of indifference, aa the 
speeches dealt with a labyrinth of tech- 
nical details, of vital interest to the su- 
gar refiner and expert, but not to the 
general public. Ifr. Jones of Arkansas 
opened the debate, to some extent an- 
swering Mr. Aldrioh's statement on the 
sugar schedule. It was argumentative 
and lacking in any severe denuncia- 
tory features. The senator held that 
the rates proposed gave the refiners an 
excessive diifcrential, and pointed out 
how they had thrived on the one-eighth 
differential of the present law. 

Mr. Vest severely criticised the sugar 
trust and argued that the rates were a 
further tribute to its vast resource.s. 
Mr. CJaffery of Lo uisiana alSO Oppoted 
the schedule as a whole. 

N(j final action was taken on any 
feature of the schedule, further than 
the witlidrawal of the original senate 
cnintnittee aniendmen^. This leavPH 
the honso provisions Oi'rho bill, witli an 
atni ndmeut increasing the house differ- 
ential from 87S-1000 to 86>100 oenta per 
pound. 

Karly in the day, Mr. Tillman of 
South ('arolui.'i made a lively lippi'ch in 
favor of till' aineiidnient giving an ex- 
port rluty on aKricultnral products.

St. Paw, June 11.— At. 6:S0 o'clock 
last night a cyclone stmcl just north- 
west of Lyle, Minn,, a small town on a 
branch line of the Chicago Great "West- 
ern railroad, just across the Iowa line. 
The tornado went through the north 
portion of the town and demolished a 
nnm1>er of dwellings and bams, cattle 
and horses being killed. So for as 
known only one person, Henry Hansen, 
was killed, but a number were injured, 
sniiio of them, it is feared, fatally.

Many buildings were tot.ally de- 
stroyed, and a heavier loss of life would 
have resulted had not the storm sud- 
denly veered to the country to the 

south. 

Keiiorts from outside the city are to 
the eflect that six persons were killed 
and 10 badly injured. Several persons 
are reported missing from their farm 
houses, and a number of additions to 
the de:id list are expected. 

The work of rescue is being rapidly 
pushed. Special trains, with medical 
assistance, were sent to the scene from 
all nearby points. 

All railway lines running in the vi- 
cinity of the track of the storm repwt 
telegraph poles blown down and other 
damage done. 

It IS believed that damage waa dono 
in the country around Lyle, there being 
all sorts of rumors of heavy loss of life. 
Owing to the damage to telegraph lines 
definite information is lacking. 

Couriers from the rich farming coun- 
try to the south of Lyle report great 
damage along the path of the twi.ster. 
which w;is m places half a mile wide. 
Cattle and grain were swept away by 
the hundred, and a heavy lossof human 
Ufe is feared.

The bill authorizes tifty-year 
extensions of extstinK railway franchises, 
allows S cent fares to continue, permits 
the consolidation of companies and 
makes no provision for compensation to 
municipalities. It is charged that the 
Chicago street railway companies spent 
1750,000 in lobbying this bill through the 
Legislature. The Chicago "gas bill," 
which is said to have cost the pas coni- 
panivi of Cliicago $.')0,0(X), lias also been 
signed by Governor Tanner. Both bilk 
were opposed by nearly every newspaper 
in Cliicago, and their passage created a 
^reat scandal and sensation. Both should 
have been vetoed. 



THE GREENBACKS. 
The New York 'Sun, commenting upon 
some of Secretary Gage's recent utter- 
ances, says : 

"The truth is that Mr. (iage sees, as 
every sensible man sees, and he says so, 
that the tarifTis the only financial meas- 
ure of prsssin^ importance at the ino- 
nietit, and that until it is settled all 
others must wait. What he will do after 
the new tariff has become a law be does 
not promise, but we may be sure that he 
is not at work upon any plan of currency 
reform which involves the retirement of 
the Government notes at an expense to 
the nation of from $10.000,0(K) to H"),000,- 
000 a year, in order that the banks may 
enjoy tne monopoly and the profits of is- 
suing the country's paper monmr.' If he 
is, hfs labor will be wasted." 

"The Sun is the ablest of all the 
journals wliich advocate the gold stand- 
ard," remarks the Enquirer, "and it is 
also a consistent advocate of the main- 
tenance of the present greenback circula- 
tion. Its editor will never be found lend- 
inij himself to a scheme for conferring 
upon private individuals— organized as 
bankers- the privilege of using their own 
promissory notes as acirculating medium. 
Whatever advantage there is in keeping 
in circulation a necessary and proper 
volume of paper money will be retained 
by the Government for the benefit of the 
whole i>ef)p!e. It is i)erfecfly clear to the 
co:ii|>rehen.sion of all sensible people that 
leiial tender treasury notes, which pa 
from hand to hand as money, constitnte 
an amount of wealth equal to the perma' 
nent volume of such notes. In other 
words the United Sutes is richer by 1340,- 
000.000 of greenbacks permanently kept 
in circulation than it would be if they 
were all f adeemed and canceled. Those 
who advocate the retirement of those 
greenbacks, and their destruction, do so 
for the purpose of transferring from the 
P }ople of the United States to the stock- 
hslders of the banks this amoaat of 
wealtli. 

"The Sun remarks that to retire the 
greenbacks would cost the Government 
. from ten to fifteen millions of dollars a 
year. This is the amount of interest 
saved annually to the Government by 
the circulation of three hundred and 
forty-six millions of greenbacks. Secre- 
tary Chatte truly said that national bank 
notes were a loan to the banks without 
interest. This loan is made to them by 
all who accept their notes as money. 
The same is, <^ course, true as to Treasury 
notes. Every man who accepts a green- 
back in exchange for commodities, or in 
payment of a debt, loans that much 
money to the Government without in- 
terest. When he pays out the aame 
greenbacks, the one to wiiom he pays 
them cancels his loan, and himself be> 
oomts the lender to the Government 
without interest. 

"Whatever plan of currency reform the 
Adminirtmtioa may be oontenplating,' 
or whatever |)lan may be pMposed by 
any commission which may be appointed 
to Instruct Congress in legislating, should 
utterly fail if includes the retirement of 
the Itreenbacks. They are as firmly es- 
tablished as money in the minds of the 
people 83 is the coin in which they are 
redeemable."

The annual commencement of the 
High School attracted a large crowd last 
evening. Maysville's best citizens, who 
justly take pride in our public school 
system, thronged the opera house and 
enjoyed the dosing exercises. 

The cUm of '97 is a Urge one. ^ght 
young ladies and seven young men hate 
completed the coiiiso laid down by the 
Board of Education and last evening re- 
ceived their diplomas. 

The essays and orations usually a 
prominent feature of commencements 
were ommitted last evening, and in place 
of them the audience had the pleasure of 
listening to a highly interesting addrees 
from Col. Bennett H. Young, of Louis- 
ville, who is one of Kentucky's gifted 
s )ns. Col. Young was introduced by the 
President of the Board, Mr. George T. 
Hunter, as one of Kentucky's most elo- 
quent orators. "Such compliments as 
that usually call for blushes," said the 
Colonel smilingly. He at once launched 
into his discourse, speaking for an hour 
or so, and receiving the closest attention 
throughout. " The one who visits Mays- 
▼ille," he remarked, " treads on historic 
ground." He then pictured La Salle's 
trip in the long ago through the forests 
of New York, and then down through 
the wilds of Pennsylvania in search of 
" the beautiful river" the Indians had 
told about, and then of his voyage down 
the Ohio and his landing at the month of 
Limestone. The speaker then paid a 
glowing tribute to the sturdy pioneers of 
Kentucky, who bratad to many dangers 
and left such a goodly heritage to those 
who followed in later years. 

As an example of the grandest type of 
womanhood, Colonel Young referred to 
the brave women who marched out of the 
besieged fort at Bryant's station, facin/ 
the rifles of the 500 Indians and British, 
and boldly made their way to the spring 
near by that they might supply those 
within the palisades with water. Patriot- 
ism, courage and morality were thee har- 
acteristic elements of true manhood and 
womanhood. 

To do riglit because it is right is the true 
spirit that should actuate every man and 
woman, declared the speaker, and educa- 
tion in its broadest sense developed this 
spirit. A glowing tribute was then paid 
the common schools of our country by 
Colonel Young. They were the palla- 
dium of our liberties. This country had 
developed the system of oaivenal edooa* 
tion as never before, and woe to that one 
who tried to tear down Of Interfere with 
our public schools. 

The address was • most scholarly one, 
breathing the aoblsst sentiments, and 
the speaker was eonpUmented on every 
band.

Washikoton, June 9.— In tbe>ppoint- 
.ment of John O. A. Leishnian, of Penn- 
sylvania, to-day to be Minister to Switz- 
erland, the Preaident has turned down 
Brutus J. Clay, of Kentucky. It is said 
that after the election Mjr. Clay went to 
Canton to see the President, and there 
put in a daim for this particular position. 
Mr. Clay had done good work for the 
party, and the President seemed to ap- 
preciate that fact. A gentieman with 
whom Mr. Clay recently talked here, 
said that Mr. Clay told him the President 
promised him the place. After the in- 
auguration Mr. Clay again saw Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, aud asked him if he should tile 
any papers. He was told that it was not 
necessary, but friends suggested that he 
bad better do as the rest were doing, and 
Mr. Clay aooordini^y flltd his rsoommen- 
dations. 

He was indorsed by the entire Ken- 
tucky delegation and by Secretary Sher- 
man, Assistant Secretary Day, Senator 
Hanna and Oeneral Oroevenor. He has 
been here recently, and although he saw 
tbe President received no assurances. 
Now the place goes to some one else. 
Mr. Clay may still be provided for. The 
mission was given to the former Presi- 
dent of the Carneitte Companv, and at 
the special request of Andrew Carneige, 
who contributed $50,000 to the campaign 
in which Mr. McKinley waa elected. 

The Kentucky Republicans are disap- 
pointed over the appointments made to- 
day. In addition to the turning down of 
Brutus Clay another nomination waa 
made that leesens the ehanoea of *Dr. 
Hunter. It is said that he had been 
promised either the mission to Chile or 
Peru. To-day a Washington man was 
nominated to go to Chile and it is semi- 
officially stated that State Senator Sayler, 
of Pennsylvania, is to be sent to Peru. If 
both Clay and Hunter are thrown down 
there will be trouble <n the Kentucky

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 



Oae t« be \ oted on bj tbe People of This 
9m$ tt tk« NtvMl«r KiM*

The people of Kentucky will be called 
OB to Tote at the eleetion in Novmaber 

on an amendment to the CODItitation 
which reads as follows : 

The General Awi'inbly mny, by Reneral lawi, 
provide for taxation by muiitclpallttea ol prop- 
erty other tbau lands and ImproremenU (bere- 
on, bued ou incomet, Uoenm or franchlaM, 
which may be either la Midltioa to or In Ilea of 
ad valorem taxee theroon. 

The object of thia amendment is not 
to interfere in anj- way witli that mode 
of levyinK tazea for State purposes, but 
to give all citiet and towns, with tbe ap- 
proval of the LeKislatiire, the right of 
eelf-f<overnment, so far as tbe levying of 
Uses for town and city porpoaea is con- 
cerned. Some people have eupposet 
that the amendment applied only to cit- 
ies of the Iirst class ; but that is a mis- 
take. It applies to all cities and towns, 
and is very important to them. Tbe city 
and town taxes are very much heavier 
than State taxes. It costs more to run 
tba city of Loaisville than It does to ran 
the State government, nnd the Bystem of 
taxation, which may work very well when 
Applied to State taxes, when enforced in 
regard to the much heavier local taxes 
drives out manufactories and comrai roe, 
•nd is dettrtictive to industry and anter- 
prise. 

According to Section 256 of the State 
Constitution, this amendment, passed at 
the regtilar session, and having had pro- 
vision made for Mking a vote on it at the 

extra f^cs^Hioii recently adjourned, will be 
before the people at the November eh c- 
tioa, which is the next general election 
for members of the House of Kepresent 
atives. If the majority of votes cast for 
and against the amendment shall be for 
^he amendment, tiien it will become 
part of the constitution.
